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The Birthday of the Shah of 
Persia. 



A correspondent of the "Pall Mall 
Gazette," writing froaj Teheran, gives 
tbo following account, of tho celebra- 
tion of the forty- fifth birthday of the 
Shah of Persia : — 

"On the evening of Saturday, tho 
13th of March, tho bazaars, shuns, and 
some streets were illuminated, and 
fireworks to the value of IS, 000 tomans 
(£1,200), I was told, were let off. Tho 
next day, Sunday, was tho forty-fifth 
anniversary of the Shah's birthday. 
At noon a salute of forty-five guns was 
filed, and tho Shall hold a v salatn, to 
which tho European legations and 
everybody of note went. Hussein 
Khan, the Sipah Salar and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, gave a state dinner to 
celebrate tho event. Tho principal 
members of ths several outsiders were 
invited for the dinner; the little peo- 
ple and some less important and non- 
descript personages were asked to go 
later. Tho dining-room was hardly 
large enough for tho number of peo- 
ple invited. When tho dinner guests 
sat down — at nearly eight o'clock in- 
stead of half-past sis— half a dozen of 
them at least, Persian Generals in 
gorgeous, diamond-bedizened uni- 
forms, found no chairs and remained 
standing. Thereupon they were or- 
dered to go into apother room, where 
tboj' had no dinner at all. One of 
the unfortunates, however, could not 
leave the room with the others; ho was 
caught, barricaded, iu a corner. 
There ho stood, with his hands abject- 
ly folded, till tho dinner was finished 
— two long, dreary hours, without 
evou a glass of champagne when tho 
Shah's health was drunk. For 
those who found chaiis the dinner 
went off very well indeed; tho wines 
wero better than is usual at Persian 
dinners, and the cooking was not bail. 
Fowls had been christened in the 
menu 'truflled turkeys,' and some 
anomalies were observable, but that 
hardly tended to mar the festivities. 
His Excellency the Austrian Minister 
who has been longer at tho Persian 
Court than the other European Minis- 
ters, proposed the health of the Shah. 
The Persian band (under tho leader- 
ship of a Frenchman) struck up 'God 
save the Queen.' Mirza Hussein Khan, 
the noble host, replied: He .-aid 'ho 
drank to the health of all those Euro- 
pean sovereigns who were amicable to 
Persia;' and the band once morestruck 
up 'God save tho Queen.' Wht-ther 
this was done to compliment the Eng- 
lish, who mustered in great force, or 
whether t'le band has a preference for 
tho air, 1 cannot say. The band 
played pretty fairly some Persian na- 
tional airs, the Austrian Hymn, the 
'Marseilla.se. ' and many other t ines. 
A grand display of fireworks closed 
the entertainment, and everybody, ex- 
cept the chair-less Generals, went away 
contented. Tho Shah received by 
telegraph congratulations from Her 
Majesty the Queen, from tho Czar, and 
from tlie German Emperor." 

Tho Empie-ts Charlotte of Mexico. 

Tho long tragedy of Maximilian ami 
Charlotte of Mexico, the most picture- 
sque and pathetic story in its way of 
our times, has not yet reached its 
close. Jtwas rumoured a year ago 
that tho unhappy Charlotte was at the 
point of death, and for a long time, in- 
deed, her life hovered in the balance. 
Those who hold to tho Christian's 
hope of another and bolter life beyond 
tho grave will hardly think it a merci- 
ful dispensation by which her weary 
spirit, was denied its rest. Tho health 
of tho ex-Empross is now perfect; but 
hor mental condition is inexpressibly 
strange and sad. She is in the world, 
but not of it. She believes herself to 
be continually surrounded by beings 
of another sphere, with whom alone 
sho converses. She never utters a 
word to any of her servants or atten- 
dants, and the prosence of any human 
boing throws her into a fever of ennui 
and vexation. Hor sister-in-law, tho 
Queen of the Belgians, comes once a 
month to visit her, in company with 
her physician. Tho ex-Empross re- 
ceives thorn with cold courtesy. Tho 
physician asks after her healt h. "1 
am very well," sho replies, and turn- 
ing a\>ay, walks out of tho room. Sho 
manages her whole establishment, 
which is worthy of her exalted rank, 
at tho palace of Lacken, by letter. 
There is a mosaic table in ono of tho 
grand jwloous ou which every day »ho lays 



down hor commands in writing. These 
notes are taken by tho servants at a 
regular hour and duly attended to. 
She draws up every day tho "menu" 
for her table, composing it with good 
gastronomic judguient.and dines with 
a good appetite. If by accident any 
dish which sho orders is not served, 
sho makes a rote of tho fact the next 
day, but never w'th ono word of com- 
plaint. She is very careful with hor 
toilette, ami dresses with all her old 
taste and distinction .dressing hor own 
hair and dressing it in tho flat "ban- 
deaux" which were fashionablo when 
she last saw hor husband and was with 
him in tho dark hours that preceded tho 
bloody eclipse and midnight of Quere- 
turo. Her femtne dg chmnhre is never 
admitted to her toilette; but after pre- 
paring her bath and her dresses leaves the 
room to como back only in tho morning. 
When tho weather is fine sho walks in the 
park — always at 11 o'clock, always along 
llio Hftine path, and with a very rapid stop. 
Of course hIio is carefully watched by in- 
visible sentinels, but she litis never man- 
ifested any disposition to suicide. She 
plays exquisitely on the piano and passes 
hours in that way. Sho paintaand draws 
also oxtremely well, and still keeps up 
this art. Tho marked feature of hor case 
is the absolute horror which she shows 
of all company but that of her visions and 
her memories. One is reminded by it of 
the enriously similar experience of n. very 
clover Gorman writer, Justiune Kerner, 
tho author of the "Seeresn of Provost," 
who used to live absolutely with 
what ho called "his ghosts." 
Ono of his friends describes him stand- 
ing at tho doorway of a ball-room, with 
a dejected face, and saying softly to him- 
self, "Oh, me! oh, me! Why are not all 
these pleasant ghosts ?" To this widow- 
ed, childless wife this exilod and dis- 
crowned Empress, what society of tho 
living, indeed, could bring happiness, or 
peaoe, or hope ?

"Rights" and "Wrongs." 

In the Local Parliament, on the 
14th day of July, 1874, the senior 
member for Cowichan Dibtrict moved 
an address to the Liout. -Governor 
praying, in effect, that His Honor 
would causa to bo prepared a state- 
ment of the damages sustained by the 
poople of British Columbia through 
the non-commenceinent of railway 
■work in the Province, with tho object 
of presenting tho same to Canada for 
payment. This address, which was 
based upon tho notorious fact that 
British Columoia had a very substan- 
tial ground for damages against Can- 
ada, was not carried. It was not lo.st 
in tho sense that resolutions are said 
to bo lost on a division. But it was 
stranglod-chokod off— by an honorable 
meuibor who moved the prev'ous ques- 
tion. A motion for tho previous ques- 
tion prevents a reply by tho mover of 
a resolution^and practically closes de- 
bate. Who was tbo honorable gen- 
tleman that prevented the passage of 
this very proper resolution ? Was he 
an Independent ? An Oppositionist? 
No; ho was neither. Ho was a sup- 
porter of tho Government — a member 
of tho Government — the Attorney General 
himself! The Attorney General who, 
withiu four months after he had com- 
mitted the crime of political infanti- 
cide in the House, found it necessary 
to travel several thousand jnilus and 
to lie eight months at tho foot of the 
Throne to complain of tho very breach 
of faith on the part of Canada which 
he by his motion denied on the floor of 
the House, had any existence. Lot 
us refor to the files of the organ for a 
moment In its issue of the 15th Jan- 
uary, 1874, we find tho remarks on the 
resolutions and tho resolution itself. 
"Wo also find the hon. Provincial Se- 
cretary rising to move the previous 
question at the very moment that the 
hon. mover had concluded his re- 
marks. But the honor of killing the 
motion was too great for Dr. Ash. He 
is altogether too insignificant a member 
of the Cabinet to be allowed to bear 
off tho laurels which might be reaped 
at Ottawa from bo grent a coup d' fl.it. 
Therefore, Dr. Ash is reported as hav- 
ing withdrawn his motion. Ho must 
have withdrawn himself, as he is heard 
of no more in tiio debate. Having 
disposed of his troublesome colleague 
the Attorney General is pictured as 
rising in his place and delivering 
himself as follows : — 

"Ho (Mr. Walkein) asked what could 
bo claimed ? It would be its well to oomo 
to the conclusion by precedent that it 
was useless to introduce such ,i measure 
as the hon. mover now brought forward. 
The question of damages could not poss- 
ibly be adjusted, and it would bo an ub- 
8iird matter to try to estimate the dir«ct 
damage suffered by residents of British 
Columbia, and if the lion, member wish- 
ed to adopt a wise course, be would drop 
the resolution, which if carried, would 
only bo abortive, and ii Hnlijeet for ridi 
culo at the expense of tho local House." 

Mr Walkem is thun reportm! as moving 
an amendment to the original question 
that "the resolution bo not now put." 
This amendment was carried after an en 
ergetio struggle by the Opposition to 
carry tho original motion. What is the 
position of the Attorney General a.id his 
Government and their organs to-day ? 
not their attitude in 1875 a standing re 
proacu to their attitude in 1874? or vice 
renal Do they still consider it an "ab- 
surd matter to try to estimate the) dam 
ago* suffered" by the non-commencement 
of railway work? Are they still of opin- 
ion that the measure in trod need by Mr. 
Smithe was "useless ?" Are they still 
willing to assert that tho resolution was 
"a subject for ridicule ?" On the con- 
trary, tueir entire policy since the close 
of tho session of 1874 clearly shows thai 
if they are right uow they were wrong 
then. That if they wore right in rej -el 
ing tho eminently proper resolution ol ihe 
member for Cowichan for fear ol "ridi 
oule," they urn ->t he wrong now in dou- 
ning the lion's skin and braying t hem - 
solves hoarne i.i supu >rt of the very 
principles they then ignored the exiMt- 
enoe of. The "rights of British (,'oluin 
bia!" cry the organs. Yes; and while wo 
are straining every nerve to secure her 
"rights," let us not lose sight of her 
uront/s. 

Tlie .Burials Bili. 

There is no belief more firmly embed- 
ded in tho English mind than that oocle 
■iaatical and sectarian rancour is more 
general and bitter to tho north than to 
tho south of tho Tweed. A curious, if not 
vory edifying, comment cm this popular 
English fallacy is periodically afforded 
by the yearly battle which is waged over 
tho Burials Bill — ono of the most vigorous 
and most promising of Parliamentary an- 
nuals. Whatever their differences when 
living, Scotchmen agree to leave them at 
the door of tho churchyard. There, Ev 
tsblishod and Free Kirkmen, United 
Presbyterians and Episcopalians, resi 
peacefully side by side under tho samv 
groeu sod, waiting I ho same joyful resur- 
rection when all shall hee eye to eye, and 
distinctions as well as differences shall 
have vanished. No sect with us usurps 
authority in "God'B Acre," no one im- 
poses his religious beliefs or priestly pre 
tensions on a brother over tho grave of a 
departed friend. This is as it should be, 
surely; but it is certainly not as it is in 
England. There it is known as the "Par- 
son's Freehold." lie it is who decides 
who may uso the parochial churchyard, 
and uiiiler what conditions it shall bo 
nned. Ho autocratically decides what 
pattern of monument shall be allowed to 
mark the affection and grief of mourning 
friends. Uu occasion ho uses his power 
to teach dissenting clergymen then- 
places by prohibiting tho prolix "Rev." 
to their names uu the family tombstone. 
Ilohas tho monopoly of conducting buri- 
al services over tho dead, and oxacts all 



■ea connected with interments. It n 
tie burial service monopoly which the 
iurials Bill is meant to abolish. Dissent 
«b don't grudge, or at least do not sock 
i deprive, tbp reverend curators of 
churchyards of their archioological guard- 
ianship nor of tho means necoisary for 
nlfllling it. But they do waut, and wo 
f think ought to have, tho liberty of using 
ucii rites and ceremonies as tnoy wish 
o pay to tho dead without the in- 
terference of tho parson. This reason 
.bin request tho House of Commons 
ias again denied by a majority of four- 
teen in a full House. Where it possible 
ti wonder at ecclesiastical intolerence 
and sectarian prejudice, the spectacle of 
248 honourable lngl minded laymen say- 
ing to the Nonconformists of England, 
"You shall bury your dead with the 
Church service or with none," might 
create surp iso. Well might Mr. Bright 
in tho beautiful simple eloquence of 
which he is a master appeal to tho 300 or 
400 Churchmen in the House to say 
"why they considered it neccss.-.ry to re- 
ject a Bill like this." Rejected, how- 
ever, it was, under the mistaken notion 
that to accept it would bo weaken the 
Church and encou-age the cry for 
Disestablishment. Only judicial blind- 
ness can account for such a mistake. 
Only the surrender of such indefensible 
outworks as that assailed by the Burials 
Bill can by possibility save the Establish- 
ment, and, wo may add, the credit of 
Englishmen fur common sense 
and liberal sentiment.

Another Destructive Fire! 

Muir's Mill at Sooke Destroyed. 

Mr. FreJ'k Turner, of Sooke, roslo to 
town yesterday morning and reports the 
total destruction of Muir's (sawmill at 
Sooke, with the barns, grain, thrashing- 
machine, etc., in and about the premises. 
About 5 o'clock yesterday morning Airs. 
Michael Muir awoke her husband wiih 
the remark that the ineu must have start- 
ed work at tho mill, as «h« saw smoke 
rising. A single glance told Mr. Muir 
that the premise:: had taken liro. Sum- 
moning tho family nnd neighbor*, he 
hurried to the spot and found smoke 
iisuing from all sides. In a few 
minutes the entire mill was ablaze, and 
the llanies communicated with tho well- 
Btockod granaries of the Muir Brothers, 
■which, with tho mill and contents, wero 
leveled to tho ground in an incredibly 
short space of time. The liro also com- 
municated with Mr. James Welch's house, 
•which was on firo thro3 times, and was 
only saved after great exertions. Tho 
belts, machinery, circular saws, slides, 
out lumber, boxes, shooks — eTorything 
about the premises, in fact, was either 
totally consumed or rendered unfit for 
use. The tiro cominuuicated from 
burning brush, which was blown far and 
near by the strong wind of Wednesday. 
Tho loss is estimated at 820,000, upon 
•which, wo are sorry to say, there is not a 
penny of insurvnoe. The feelings of tho 
Messrs. Muir when they saw the labor of 
twonty years swept away iu a few hours, 
can only bo realized by thosa who have 
endured the same hard experience. The 
Sooke mills wero erected about twenty 
years ago, and had recently been enlarg- 
ed and improved. Tho sympathy of tho 
entiro community iB extended to tho suf- 
ferers. 



Washington Teiuutohy.— Tho Seattlo 
Tribune says: The bark Union is still 
below tho water3 of tho Gulf of Georgia, 
Mr. S. D. Howe, who bought her at tho 
auction sale, wan hero a few days since, 
to arrange for raising or dismantling, ns 
•would be most practicable and profitable. 
Ho claims to think that tho vessel is 
•^orth repairing, and that her cargo of 
coal can be got out to advantage. She 
has not moved off the rock on which sha 
first settled . . The Eliza Anderson has 
been ou the gridiron for a week, receiv- 
ing a new coat of copper. In about an- 
other week she will bo done, when sho 
•will probably take her place on tho L'u- 
£ot Sound and Victoria route, relieving 
the North Pacific. . . The injured steamer 
Isabel has been brought to Seattle for re- 
pair*, arriving hero early this morning 
from Victoria.

•he liw sustained, as far as now known, 
js the knocking off of her fore foot. In a

be done*. Mr. P. D. Forbes, formerly of 
Seattle, but now of Victoria, will super- 
intend the job, which will occupy threo 
or four days only.

Mr. Blako on British Columbia. 

Mr. Blake, Minister of Justice, was 
unanimously re-elected for South Bruce 
on tho 2d Juno. In his speech ho ro'orr 
ed to tho settlement attempted to bo 
made through tho mediation of Lord 
Carnarvon with British Columbia. Ho 
was of opinion that that settlement was 
more onerous to this oouutry than it 
should bo. and he was happy to say that, 
preliminary to his accepting office, die 
russions were ejterod into which result- 
ed in an ngreoment upon a policy which 
was satisfactory to himself, under c ; r 
cumstancos which, when developed in 
the proper time and in tho proper place, 
in Parliament, would bo found to be 
satisfactory to the country. (Cheers.) He 
was unable to develop that matter to 
thorn now for very obvious reasons. It 
was in part dependent on negotiations 
now going on, bet this he might vesture 
to say, that whatever was to bo doue 
would bo subjoot to tho deliberation, to 
tho voice, and to the decision 
of tho peoplo's representatives in 
Parliament assembled; and though he 
did not tell them that they could hope for 
such a settlement of the dreadful burden 
imposed upon tho Government by their 
predecospors as they would like, ho had 
ovory reason to hope that matters would 
placed in a moro satisfactory position 
than at onn tiuio they oeuld have ex- 
pectod thsy would be.

Johnny, a Tshimpsean Indian, who 
had only been out of gaol a day or two, 
was brought np charged with being 
helplessly drunk, and sent to prison ."or 
three days wi 'i a caution that the next 
time ho was fojnd in a similar condition 
ho would bo sen ,cod to six mouths as 
a vagrant.

It appeared 
from the evidence that tho parties wore 
all somewhat drunk and tho only provo- 
vocation tho prisoner could allego was 
that complainant had torn his shirt. Tho 
"Doctor" was sa ; d to bo a notorious 
scoundrel and to have committed several 
dopredations amongst the Indians on 
Fisgard street, but they wore afraid to 
complain, be ; ng i ■ awe of his powers as 
"doctor." This t'me, however, ho was 
sont to prison with hard labor for six 
months. 



Important RailwaT Humors. — Tho 
efforts to markot tho Central Pacific 
stock at remunerative prices are 
positively availing. The sales ro- 
portod are not gonnine. It is rumored 
that the Vanderbilt railroad companies 
and the Chicago and Northwestern, being 
dissatisfied with Jay Gould's courso in 
the Union Pacific, are proposing to take 
up and completo tho Northern Pacific 
Railroad. Another rumor is that 
Gould, failing to bring the Central 
Pacific to his demands, threatens 
to constrnctthe propound road from Og- 
den to the Columbia River, and so ob 
tain independent connection with the 
Pacific.

Eastern States.

They lo .t, besides 11 horses 
and saddloa, all their arms, repoatiug ri- 
fles and pistols. Capt. McNelly could 
not go after tho raiders under Flores, be- 
cause bis horsos wero broken down. Gon. 
Cortina is incensed at tho killing of his 
cattle thieves. Mexican papers say tho 
raiders were assassinated while asleep. 
Cortina swears ho will havo revonge. Cor- 
tina is arming and has boon for moro than 
a weok. Ho received peremptory orders 
to report at Moxico, and in the event of 
disobeying tho orders ho will bo arrest- 
ed. Gen. Fonro left Monto-oy this mor- 
ning on a march to Matamoras. Ho has 
3,000 men, and it is understood he comes 
to attend Cortrna. It is not known what 
tho brigand < hief will do. Ho will light 
Feuro if he thinks ho can whip him. He 
may cross to this side and place himsolf 
at tho bead of the Mexican squatters, and 
desolate tho country, and then cross to 
the Mexican side and got pardonod by tho 
supreme government. Troops are on tho 
alert, and the citizens of Brownsvillo aro 
adopting defensive measures. No ono 
knows what a day or an hour may bring 
forth. Thore is no chance for a division 
of opinion. Everything precludoB a doubt 
as to the accountability of the Mexican 
authorities. Mexican officials aro watoh- 
ing Cortina'a movements with anxiety. 

Washington, June 15. — The Presidout 
has addressed a lotter to the Czar of Rus- 
sia, congratulating him on tho birth of a 
grand daughter. This is in reply to one 
from tho Czar informing the President of 
the evont. 

New York, Juno 15— Tho Herald's new- 
ly discovered sensational stories against 
Beechor, aro regarded with great suspi- 
cion on ttio part of the press which have 
shown that their efforts fail to obtain 
confirmation. Shearman unequivocally 
denounces tho whole story as a tissue of 
falsehoods, and makes a strong case to 
show tho impossibility of its truth. 



Tho Progress of Canada. 

[From tho London Eononilst, May 15.] 

Tho late discussion respecting Can- 
adiuti railways, nnd the largo amount 
of English capital invested in the Do- 
minion, render its position, financially 
and politically, a matter of special con- 
cern at t lie present tune. 

Tlie Budget of tho Finance Minis- 
ter, coupled with the various depart- 
mental reports luid before the Parlia- 
ment which has just closed, afford 
much i n format ion by no means of an 
uninteresting kind. It would soein 
that the piostrution from which the 
general trade and many of the indus- 
trial interests of the adjoining Repub- 
lic have Buffered for the last eighteen 
months, have produced little corres- 
ponding reverse in tho Dominion — n 
condition probably due to tho moie 
cautious and steady, though less pro- 
gressive, instincts of the two peoples. 

The volume of Canadian trade since 
tho union of the Provinces in 18GH 
shows every year a sternly and impor- 
tant increase, having risen from $130,- 
000,0(11) in 1869 to upwards of $217,- 
000,000 in 1874. The produce of grain 
is put down at upwards of 78,000,000 
of bushels, of which about ono-quarter 
was exported. Of this aggregate trade 
about one-half is with Great Britain, 
nearly 40 per cent, with the United 
States, and tho remainder is distribut- 
ed in minor proportions with Franco, 
and East and West Indies, Germany, 
Spain, and Soutli America. 

Tho number of arrivals and depar- 
tures of vessels at tho different ports of 
tho Dominion in 1874, including those 
in tho inland trade, is put down at 
111,800, representing a gross tonnage 
of 11,399,(100. 

Tl 16 annual product of the Fisheries 
is now estimated to exceod £3,000,000 
employing in tho neighborhood 120,- 
000 men who, from tho character of 
their occupation, ought to bo tho har- 
diest seamen in tho world. 

From a report of the Department of 
Public Wmks, it appears that what 
may be termed tho inland navigation 
of Canada extends over a distance of 
2,300 miles; that upwards of 400 light- 
houses have boon eroded, which are 
froo to the shipping of the world; that 
extensive works for deepening and im- 
proving tho rivers and harbors havo 
already been completed, while others 
equally important are in progress; and 
that, in tho courso of the present year, 
a continuous railway communication 
will exist from Halifax to Lake Huron, 
a distance of 1,100 miles. It is inter- 
esting to perceive that by the improv- 
ed communication now effected 
through Canadian territory, the dis- 
tance to tho now province of Manito- 
ba is shortened by nearly 420 milos. 

It is satisfactory also to find that 
this advance in material progress ap- 
pears to have been effected without 
tho imposition of excossivo burdens oq 
the people. Tho net debt of the Do- 
minion amounts to something ovor 
$100,000,000, of which nearly three- 
fourths has beon spent on canals, har- 
bors, railways, river improvements, 
ami oilier works, and tho balance has 
been incurred for equally legitimate 
objeots, Hiioh as the abolition of the 
feudal tenure, etc. This debt repre- 
sents about £5 HJs. por head of tho 
population. 

it is equally satisfactory to obsorro 
that tho ordinary revenue since tho 
Confederation iu 1867 exhibits » sur- 



plus annually over expenditure, 
amounting, iu the aggregate to ubout 
$13,500,000, although, dm ing several 
of those vears, Canada 1ms had to meet 
out of her n irmal revenue heavy 
military charges, arising out of tho 
Fenian attacks, and other exceptional 
payments connected with tho acquisi- 
tion of tho new Provinces. 

The British manufacturer will bo 
glad to note that, of tho gross annual 
receipts of $20,000,000 from Customs 
and Exniso, about $0,000,000 is now 
raised from the latter sourco, that 
item having risen from nothing to its 
present dimensions within tho last 
twolvo years, while tho percentage 
from Customs duties on imported 
goods exhibits a small, but satisfac- 
tory, and steady annual diminution. 

The prudent administration of her 
finances ha« not been without advan- 
tage to Canadian credit abroad, for 
tho annual charge por cent, on tho 
total debt has diminished to about 4$, 
at which it now stands, and the Finance 
Minister points to this high standard of 
credit as affording tho means of complet- 
ing, without serious increase in tho na- 
tional burdons such public works as tho 
legitimate interests of tho country re- 
quire. At tho sumo time, ho wisely re- 
minded tho House that for ton years to 
come Canada would havo to spend nearly 
£1,000,006 per annum iu undertakings 
for the development of the country (in- 
cluding the Pacific ltailway on tho terms 
settled by Lord Carnarvon), the eulargo- 
moht of canals, and tho improvement of 
tho navigable waters of the Dominion. 
He calculates that this outlay would not 
ultima ely ontail a ha ge o interesi of 
over £250,000 a year beyond luo present 
provided Parliament adhered to tho pre- 
sent policy of sanotioning a correspond 
ing annual surplus in tho future as in tho 
past, abstained from entering on any im- 
portant works of an unproductive kind, 
and maintained their credit on its present 
high footing. 

In reference to the construction of rail- 
ways, respecting which so much has been 
written of lato, the policy of die Govern- 
ment has boon in some cases to advance 
so much per mile as a first charge or a 
gift, and in others to do tho work itsolf. 

From an analysis of the accounts it 
would appear that tho Dominion has paid 
from first to last to subsidized linos about 
£5,500,000 sterling (of which about 
£000.000 has beon returned) , and that it 
was spent on lines directly constructed 
and owned by the Oovernmont nearly 
£7,000,000 moro. 

In addition to these sums the various 
Provincas havo made oontidorablo Pro- 
vincial advances, amounting in the ag- 
gregate to about £1,500,000, whilo the 
railway subscriptions of the towns and 
municipalities are estimated at a fnrther 
£2,000,000, making a total of Canadian 
money spent on railways of about £15,- 
000,000 sterling. This is apart from in- 
dividual subscriptions, which aro proba- 
bly insignificant, and independent of 
commitments ou account of tho Pacific 
railway, amounting to several millions 
more. 

It would soem, therefore, that Canada 
is not open to the charge of declining to 
invest her own money in works of this 
character. 

Tho direct net return from those rail- 
ways, however, has beon most disap 
pointing, and unfortunately the English 
shareholders who own nearly the whole 
of the share capital of the two groat iub- 
sidised hues — the Grand Trunk and 
Groat Western— have nothing to look to 
but this diieot return. The population 
is sparse, the climaU: severe, tlie roads 
have to compete col only with the sys- 
tem of inland water communication (per 
haps unequalled in any country), but 
they are al«o subject to tho rivalry, and 
must follow tho often ruinous tariff.of the 
American trunk liues; and they have the 
further disadvantage of being directed 
by a non resident proprietary, Though 
tho progress of their traffic has been ro- 
markablo (tho number of passengers 
having increased from about a million 
ami a half iu 18G;S to ovor three millious 
last year) , and their freight tonnage in a 
still greater proportion, and though the 
gross traffic of these two roads exceeds 
£3,000,000 a year, yet it costs £2,500,U00 
to earn this amount, their working ex- 
penses being nearly SO per cent, of their 
traffic. 

The original estimate of earning! in 
the prospectus of tho Grand Trunk com- 
pany has been much exceeded, being 
thero assumed under £900.000* a year, 
whereas they exceed £2,000,000: but the 
working expenses wero taken at less than 
half what experience has proved thorn to 
bo, and tho capital account has been 
more than doubled. 

Tho great gainers, therefore, by railway 
undertakings are, and for many years 
must oontinuo to be, tho landowners and 
men of business and tho general commu- 
nity in Canada. 

Their construction has stimulated tho 
progress of tho country to a point which, 
without them, Canada would have taken 
half a century longer to attain. Cana- 
dian sentiment and legislation ought, 
therefore, to deal considerately with tho 
rrilway property, especially in the mat- 
ter of fostering rival linen not legitimately 
required for the development of new 
regions of country. 

Whether tho CI rand Track and tho 
Groat Westere wero orgiually located in 
tho best position for great trunk linoB, so 
that future connecting roads should be 
feodors, instead of rivals, may be a ques- 
tion ; but a too free granting of charters 
is not only unjust to existing interests, 
but begets unhealthy speculation, tend 
ing to a waste of capital. 

It is certain, therefore, that the merits 
of any new railway proj-ots for which an 
appeal is made hero, will be scanned in a 
jealous, and even distrustful spirit. 

Choaply-OOQStruoted railways aro a ne- 
cessity to a new oountry possi BMiig such 
undeveloped resources as Canada; but 
the people would best study their credit 
abroad if they depend on their own re- 
sources for the execution of local lines. 

Considering tho difficulties incident to 
tho fusion of so many provinces, so re 
mote from each other, with inhabitants 
differing in race, language, inUrosts, and 
pursuits, and all naturally reluctant at 
tho outset to surrender tlie quasi nation- 
al entity belonging to them, the progress 
which tho last six years has witnessed in 
consolidating these confliotitlg interests 
in British America is remarkable. 

The remonstrances and opposition of 
Nova Scotia, to what she termed tho for- 
cible annexation to Canada, threatened to 
strangle tho Duion at its birth. The 
negotiations with Prince Edward Island, 
miscarried on several occasions, resulting 
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v T'il', irrit » ti "n- Manitoba and the 
North- West offered an armed resistance 
which might have led to a war with tho' 
Indian tribes, whilo the discontent of 
British Col imbia lately showed itself in 
direct appeals to tho Colonial .Secretary 
rhat all the<o difficulties have been 
overcome is a testimony to tho good sonso 
patriotism, and national instincts of our 
follow subjects in Canada. Whilo their 
whole energies aro bout on tho steady 
improvement of the country by judicious 
means, and contentment and 'prosperity 
prevail, speculations as to their ultimate 
political future are not likely to ocjupv 
any prominent place, nor shall wo seek 
to lift tho veil, contenting ourselves with 
tho ccfn-iction that whatever form the 
relations towards tho parent State may 
ultimately take, tho destiuios of such a 
ueoplo oan neither bo mean nor dishon- 
ourable.
